Origine 
aliy intended to have executive authority on railway property 
only, the authority of this police has been gradually extended to 
the point where their activities often duplicate those of the 
nunicipal police. On .ccasion they have attempted to enforce 
GAT reguictions in the Western Sectors of Berlin, on grounds of 
the "extraeterritoriality" of Reichsbahn property. Originally 
under the sole control of the Reichsbahn, the Railway Police 
came under the jurisdiction of the GAI in the late fall of 1946.

Abt, °U" has no responsibilities in the police field and became 

a part of the GAI in anticipation of that agency‘s increased 
authority in all matters customarily handled by a “inistrv of the 
Interior.

Chief of Branch: Alfred ‘lalz. The “tuniclpal Administration 
Branch was created in the late spring cf 194d. Its aitis were
